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Traders fear

SHOP owners near to the scene of 
a ram raid in Harlow have warned 
that crime in the area could affect 
their businesses. 

A gang of men used a 4x4 to rip 
out an ATM cash machine which 
was in Martins Newsagents on 
Southern Way, in Staple Tye, in 


the early hours of Monday morn¬ 
ing. 

Lesley Williamson, who co¬ 
owns unisex hairdressers Top 2 
Toe with her husband, said: “It 
could affect business because it is 
not very nice this happening in 
your area. 

“We have been more security 
conscious - we have shutters, 
alarms and double locked doors at 


the back of the shop.” 

Robbery is something the 63- 
year-old is all too familiar with. 

“About three years ago we had a 
robbery,” Lesley added. “We have 
been broken into twice so we had 
to install more security.” 

Meanwhile, others are con¬ 
cerned about the impact the raid

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‘Beating your wife’ comment is criticised online and in Parliament 

MP calls for councillor to 


resign for ‘figure of speech’

HARLOW’S MP has called for a 
councillor to stand down after he 
made a vile joke about domestic 
abuse. 

Robert Halfon stood up in the 
House of Commons on Thursday, 
January 18 to blast recent com¬ 
ments made by Harlow councillor 
Mike Danvers about ‘beating 
wives’. 

He was responding to the joke 
made by Cllr Danvers, of the 
Labour party on January 17 when 
he compared a poll carried out by 
Essex Police and Crime Commis¬ 
sioner Roger Hirst to “beating 
your wife”. 

In a discussion of the poll, Cllr 
Danvers said: “It’s like beating 
your wife, at the end of the day 
he’s going to get the answer that 
he wants.” 

Violence 

Mr Halfon addressed the House 
of Commons to take issue with 
these comments, particularly in 
light of tragic cases of domestic 
violence in the town in recent 
years, and those made by the gen¬ 
eral manager of the Harlow and 
District Chamber of Commerce 
Ian Hudson. 

In a question to the leader of the 
house, Andrea Leadsom MP, Mr 
Halfon said: “My honourable 
friend will know of tragic and 
fatal cases in my own constitu¬ 
ency of Harlow. Sadly, yesterday, a 
senior Labour councillor, Mike 
Danvers, made a joke about beat¬ 
ing one’s wife which incredibly 
was supported as a ‘colloquial¬ 
ism’ by the manager of Harlow 
District Chamber of Commerce. 

“Does she not agree that we 
should condemn this, that the 
councillor should resign, the 
manager of the Harlow Chamber 
of Commerce should apologise 
and that we must be sensitive 
about domestic violence?*' 

When the comments made by 
Cllr Danvers were shared on Twit¬ 
ter yesterday, Mr Hudson tweeted 
saying: “Don’t be ridiculous. ‘It’s

After Mr Halfon tweeted to say 
that those comments were “very 
sad” from someone in Mr Hud¬ 
son’s position, both Mr Hudson 
and the Harlow and District 
Chamber of Commerce tweeted 
saying: “I don’t think this is a 
joke. 

“I think it is a ‘figure of speech’. 
Political Correctness is 
one of the biggest 
threats to our 
society.

“There is no joke, nothing funny, 
and nothing at all amusing about 
domestic violence, and I certainly 
agree with him that particularly 
people in public life need to be 
extremely careful about the jokes 
that they make.” 

She added that the Conservat¬ 
ive Government will be introdu¬ 
cing a new Domestic Violence and 
Abuse Bill as a part of their com¬ 
mitment to stamping out domest¬ 
ic violence in this country. 
Harlow Conservat- 


Halfon in calling for Cllr Danvers 
to resign from his position after 
his comments. 

Harlow Conservative Leader 
Councillor Andrew Johnson said: 
“I was disturbed to hear Harlow 
Councillor Mike Danvers’ com¬ 
ments about wife beating during a 
formal interview yesterday. 

“This comment is especially 
insensitive given the tragic and 
fatal cases of domestic violence in 
Harlow in recent years. 

“Two women a week 
are killed by their 


current or ex-partner - domestic 
violence is no laughing matter 
and Cllr Danvers as a senior 
Labour Councillor should be 
ashamed. There is no place in 
Harlow for jokes about domestic 
violence.” 

Councillor Joel Charles, deputy 
leader of Harlow Conservative 
Group, said: “Casual jokes about 
wife beating have no place in 
politics. I hope the new interim 
leader of Harlow Council, Emma 
Toal, takes action and sacks Cllr 
Danvers.”

A FORMER chairman of Harlow Council dubbed 
by many as a ‘champion of human rights’ who 
stepped out in one of the longest running strikes in 
the town, has died. 

Harry Talbot, who was a leading force on the 
picket line while working at Pitney Bowes in 1971, 
was a Labour Party stalwart all his life, as well as 
an active trade union member. 

He came to Harlow in 1958 and was a local 
councillor for 17 years and the town’s chairman for 
two years between 1992 and 1994. 

He became a member and secretary of the 
Harlow Pensioners Action Association in later 



years. 

His daughter Debra said: “Dad worked well 
beyond his retirement years helping youngsters get 
jobs, get homes, and working with mental health 
service Nacro in his 70s. 

“He was a very passionate person when it came 
to politics. But he was very loving and caring also. 
His true passions were his family, fighting the 
corner of the working classes, for fairness, for 
supporting the young and old alike, for peace and 
basic human rights and West Ham. 

“I’m sure that there may be many people in the 
town’s Labour Party that still remember him 
during his ‘glory’ years, before and since, 
especially Stan Newens. 

“He was often approached by people, even 
recently, thanking him for his help in the past. 

They never forget him. I hope the town he loved 
never does either.” 

Mr Talbot died on January 7, at 
the age of 87, after a long 
battle with Parkinson’s 
and dementia. 

He was married 
twice and had five 
children and 11 
grandchildren from 
his first marriage. 

His funeral will take 
place on February 5, at 
11.30am, at Harlow 
Crematorium.

Worried mother and father went to 
son’s home and found him dead 


PARENTS who found their son 
dead at his home said he had 
stopped using his mobile phone 
days before they found him. 

Daniel Thomas Kelly, from 
Harlow, was found by his mum 
and dad who went to his home 
after not hearing from him and 
being concerned for his welfare. 

Mr Kelly, 32, from Hailing Hill 
in Harlow was pronounced dead 
when paramedics arrived the 
same day on October 21, 2017. 

His parents said that they 
gained access to his mobile 
phone following his death, and 
found that he had stopped 
sending outgoing messages and 
communication from October 16. 

A post mortem was carried 
out at Princess Alexandra 
Hospital which determined the 
cause of death to be respiratory 
failure due to aspiration 
pneumonia, and drug misuse, 
listed as morphine and codeine. 



The inquest was opened on 
Monday 


Cannabis oils were also listed on 
the toxicology report. 

Fatty liver disease was also 
declared as the second cause of 
death. 

Temporary inspector Matthew 
Allsop was called as an expert 
witness at Mr Kelly’s inquest on 
January 16 in Chelmsford. 

He said: “There were no 
suspicious circumstances, we 
made house-to-house enquiries 


and there was no sign of forced 
entry.” Inspector Allsop said that 
bottles of prescription 
medication were found next to 
Mr Kelly when he attended the 
scene. 

His parents were also at the 
inquest. 

They said: “This is quite out of 
character. He used to be cautious 
of medication, he was very 
careful with it. He wouldn’t take 
medication, only if he was in 
extreme pain. 

“He was in agony with a back 
problem.” 

Senior coroner Caroline 
Beasley-Murray said: “This was 
a sudden and unexpected death, 
and so it was reported to me and 
police attended. I am going to 
record an open conclusion. 

“We will never quite know 
what happened, it seems he took 
medication and vomited on his 
chest.”

ESSEX Police are investigating 
two stabbing incidents in 
Epping. 

In the first of the two incidents 
police received reports that a man 
at been stabbed in Epping High 
Street, at around 2.30am on 
Sunday. 

The victim, who was in his 20s, 
was taken to hospital with non- 
serious injuries. 

At this stage, no arrests have 
been made in connection with 
this stabbing. 

Around 30 minutes later a man 
was stabbed by a gang of six mask- 
wearing robbers who took his car 
during a late-night attack. 

Masks 

Six men wearing masks 
approached the man in his 20s on 
Cottis Lane, in Epping, at around 
3am on Sunday (January 21). 

One of the gang stabbed the 
victim with a knife, before steal¬ 
ing the keys to his black Mer¬ 
cedes. 

All six men got into the vehicle 
and headed away from the scene 
in the direction of Chingford. 

Two Essex Police officers pos¬ 
ted on social media to confirm 
that two stabbings had taken 
place in the Epping area.

AN ALLEGED member of a 
London gang has been in police 
custody in Harlow all week, with 
police saying he will be detained 
until he passes class A drugs 
believed to be inside his body. 

Officers from Essex Police’s 
Operation Raptor West team 
arrested the man for failing to 
stop for police in Ladyshot and 
possession with intent to supply 
class A drugs on Wednesday 
afternoon last week. 

On Twitter, the team said: 
“London gang nominal arrested 
for failing to stop for police and 
possession with intent to supply 
class A drugs, male doesn’t think 
we have the power to keep him 
until he removes said items from 
his bottom.”

Deputy Chief Constable was ‘angry man’

ESSEX Police’s Deputy Chief 
Constable, Matthew Horne, has 
been found guilty of three counts 
of misconduct after pushing and 
throwing a stress ball at a 
colleague. 

Horne, who has been on 
secondment with the National 
Crime Agency, was charged with 
three counts dating back from 
2015 against two of his Essex 
Police colleagues. 

The first count refers to an 
incident involving 
Superintendent Glenn Maleary, 
when Horne is said to have 
become angered after a 
discussion about the Force 
Control Room’s performance. 

Maleary told the hearing: “I 
was taken aback by the manner, 
the language and the abuse that 
came out. 

“He continued to litter the 
conversation with the ‘f ’ word 
and the ‘c’ word. He stood above 
me on a slope leaning towards 
me. 

Language 

“As a police officer, you are 
trained in conflict resolution and 
you look for signs that someone 
is angry. From his language, I 
knew this was a particularly 
angry man in front of me.” 

He then said how Horne 
clenched his fists and said he 
told him he had to leave before 
“he hit something”. 

The second and third counts 
relate to Chief Superintendent 
Carl O’Malley who claimed 
Horne pushed him onto a desk 
after a heated argument. 

He also claimed Horne threw a 
stress ball at his neck which left 
a red mark.

AN Essex Police spokesperson 
said after Matthew Horne’s 
hearing: “We note the findings 
of the panel. 

“A further hearing will be 
held in public in due course in 
order that the Chief Constable, 
as appropriate authority, can 
decide on what sanction will be 
applied. 

“Those sanctions include 
management action, written 
warning, final written 
warning and do not include 
dismissal. 

“These events happened over 
two years ago, since when Essex 
Police has been inspected on 


ethical conduct and leadership 
by Her Majesty’s Inspectors who 
found that ‘... leaders are aware 
of the importance of an ethical 
approach and act as ethical role 
models.’ 

“We will reflect carefully on 
the detailed panel findings 
and will of course look to 
ensure that any wider 
learning for the force is taken 
on board.” 

Roger Hirst, the Police, Fire 
and Crime Commissioner for 
Essex, said: “The vast majority 
of Essex Police officers and staff 
behave with exceptional 
professionalism. 


“However it is important 
that if an issue or complaint 
is raised in relation to any 
police officer, regardless of 
their seniority or rank, then 
the public and police 
colleagues need to be 
confident that those issues 
will be fully and fairly 
investigated. 

“While I am unable to 
comment on the particulars of 
this case, I am assured that all 
of the correct processes are 
being followed and that the 
hearing has been heard in an 
open, transparent and 
independent way.”

Family upset as 
fly-tippers ruin 
roadside cross

THE SISTER of a popular DJ 
killed in a car crash has hit out at 
“heartless” fly-tippers who 
dumped doors, a fridge and 
shattered plastic on his roadside 
memorial. 

Adam Hiskey, from Ongar, was 
just 26 years old when he died on 
April 9, 2002, following a late- 
night car crash on the A414. 

Shortly after his death, Mr His- 
key’s family laid a memorial 
stone and cross at the layby where 
he lost his life - a place where they 
could lay flowers and think of 
happier times. 

But in recent months, the 
grassy verge has become a hot¬ 
spot for fly-tippers to dump their 
unwanted waste, with the most 
recent spate leaving the memorial 
vandalised and in need of repair. 

Mr Hiskey’s sister, Diana, has 
revealed how the actions have left 
the family bereft.

“This is the fourth time since 
October it’s been fly-tipped on,” 
said Diana, 35. 

“Mum and Dad put the memori¬ 
al there, it’s been there since 
2002. 

“The council have been clear¬ 
ing it but they haven’t found out 


who has done it, it’s getting 
worse.” 

The first two incidents of fly¬ 
tipping took place in October, fol¬ 
lowed by another in November 
and the most recent one occurring 
during the early hours of last Sat¬ 
urday morning. 

Mr Hiskey’s memorial includes 
a black marble stone, inscribed 
with his name, date of death and 
the words “DJ Mad”, alongside a 
wooden cross which bears his 
name printed on a licence plate. 

Among the items dumped on 
top of or near to the memorial 
were old wooden doors, shattered 
pieces of plastic and discarded 
white goods. 

The most recent mindless 
actions have left the cross beyond 
repair, meaning Mr Hiskey’s fath¬ 
er, Ron, will have to make a new 
one. 

“My mum and dad are very low 
and upset about it,” added Diana, 
who lives in Jacksons Close, 
Ongar, with her daughter.

“You can see the damage from 
their house. 

“We drive past it every day. I 
take my daughter to nursery and 
the bus stop is in front of it. 

“I’m just so angry, it’s upsetting 
for my family.” 

In addition to having some¬ 
where to go to think about Adam, 
the family decided to create the 
memorial as a way to remind oth¬ 
ers about the dangers of driving 
on that stretch of road. 

Diana, who only discovered her 
brother’s memorial had been tar¬ 
geted again after being warned by 
a friend on Facebook, had to 
break the news to her sister 
Michelle. 


“My sister is upset, she didn’t 
realise so I had to go and tell her 
on Saturday morning,” she said. 

“My mum is really upset - my 
dad says if it carries on we will 
have to remove it. 

“It’s part of our family - every 
time I see it it’s upsetting.” 

Diana, a single mum with a 
four-year-old daughter, has noth¬ 
ing but praise for the council team 
which has promptly cleared the 
rubbish from the site each time. 

However, she feels that cameras 
should be erected to catch those 
responsible, as the layby is now 
known as a place to get rid of 
unwanted items. 

Diana is also concerned that

Shelling out 
for services 
we don't get 


I WONDER how long it will 
be before the refurbishment 
of the town will be left to 
look run down again. 

It was not long ago we 
were told the new signs for 
Harlow, which cost the tax 
payer, would bring people to 
Harlow, and yet the town 
seems to still be a run down 
ghost town.

Concern at 
the lack of 
funds from 
Government 
this winter

How is the NHS winter crisis affecting our 
local area and what needs to be done to 
improve it?

HARLOW Labour Party is 
deeply concerned about the 
lack of funded proaction 
from the Government in 
preparation for the current 
winter crisis in our NHS. 

Our local MP seems 
unable or unwilling to 
address this issue direct with 
the Minister for Health. 

It appears the Government 
may be promising us a new 
hospital but has failed to 
resolve the crisis as it affects 
Harlow today; the A&E 
department struggles to 
deliver the national four 
hour standard and the nurse 


vacancy rate stands at 
around 25 per cent, meaning 
that staff shortages have left 
wards struggling with the 
amount of patients. 

Furthermore other local 
hospitals have changed into 
urgent care centres which 
only deal with minor 
injuries. 

This creates an additional 
demand for services on PAH 
which deals with major 
injuries, life-threatening 
chest pains and head injuries 
as well as minor injuries. 

Harlow Labour is in 
regular contact with the local 


NHS unions and we have 
concerns about the long 
term effect these pressures 
will have on local staff and 
the local community. 

The Labour group 
regularly hears stories both 
from patients and nurses 
about the long waits in A&E 
and conversations on the 
doorstep are dominated by 
the topic. 

But one things unites us - 
appreciation and respect for 
frontline staff who are 
working under tremendous 
pressure but still providing 
excellent care 


The steps Harlow Labour 
is taking to press for action 
include asking senior 
councillors to meet with the 
CEO to discuss the crisis and 
what lessons have been 
learnt and asking the local 
health and well-being panel 
to urgently review the crisis. 

Harlow has a seat on the 
County Health and Overview 
Committee and our 
spokesperson, Councillor 
Tony Durcan, Harlow 
member on Health Overview 
and Scrutiny Committee has 
already asked for this matter 
to be discussed linked to the 


proposed STP consultation. 

Cllr Durcan said “Over the 
last week I have visited most 
of the A&E departments, in 
Essex and it’s sad to report 
that PAH is the worst 
performing at the moment 
which is due to 
lack of funding and lack of 
space. 

“It’s clear we rely far too 
much on the wonderful 
hardworking and dedicated 
staff in the unit. 

“Winter isn’t over and I 
hope the trust recognises the 
commitment their staff 
makes.” 


CONSERVATIVE 


ENSURING access to health 
and social care provision 
must always be a priority. 
Harlow needs new health 
and social care infrastructure 
to manage local demand all 
year round. 

I think it is important to 
recognise the work of all the 
health and care professionals 
working across the town. 

They are the frontline, 
dealing with winter 
pressures and determined to 
transform health outcomes 
in our community. Princess 
Alexandra Hospital is at near 
full capacity, dealing with 
among the highest rates of 


accident and emergency use 
in England. 

Harlow needs investment 
to manage increasing 
demand. I am supporting 
Robert Halfon’s campaign to 
secure funding for a new 
Harlow hospital. Robert aims 
to secure capital funding for 
a new health campus, 
bringing together accident 
and emergency services, GP 
provision, social care, 
physiotherapy and a new 
ambulance hub, to meet our 
modern health and care 
needs. 

One of my key areas of 
interest is social care 
provision. Harlow has been

Academy 
trust grows 
family with 
addition of 
secondary 


THE Burnt Mill Academy 
Trust (BMAT) is welcoming 
another Harlow secondary 
school to its family. 

Sir Charles Kao UTC will 
join the west Essex hub of 
the growing Trust in the near 
future. 

The school will continue to 
specialise in the science, 
technology, engineering and 
maths (STEM) subjects with 
a view to preparing students 
for the world of work in 
these industries which have 
a shortage of recruits within 
the town. 

State-of-the-art facilities 
offer students high level 
training, which is out of 
reach of the majority of 
secondary schools. 

Since September, a gradual 
transition of ownership has 
been under way with Lisa 
Tooley put at the helm. 

The new head of school, a 
former assistant headteacher 
within BMAT, has already 
brought about rapid 
improvements in behaviour, 
attendance and attainment 
which the Department for 
Education has confirmed in 
a recent monitoring report. 

A high calibre of senior 
leaders has joined the 
school, having been 
instrumental in turning 
around the fortunes of other 
BMAT schools. 

A new curriculum has 
been introduced with 


resources shared from BMAT 
and 100-minute lessons 
brought in after improving 
outcomes at other schools 
within the Trust. 

Mrs Tooley, who worked at 
Burnt Mill for ten years and 
will continue to teach maths 
at Sir Charles Kao, said: “I 
am over the moon to be 
working in such a fantastic 
environment with 
phenomenal facilities. 

“The opportunity for 
development is outstanding 
and I have no doubt the 
school will be classified as 
outstanding in the future. 
This will become the school 
of choice for the academic 
elite and STEM students. 

“Our rapid improvement 
plan is already in place 
based on our team’s 
extensive experience of 
turning Burnt Mill Academy 
and Epping St John’s School 
around in recent years. 

“This will be a completely 
new school. We are treating 
it as a brand new era which 
Harlow will benefit from.” 

Sir Charles Kao was graded 
as Requires Improvement by 
Ofsted at its last inspection 
in April and has just 59 
students on its register. 

From September, the 
school will enroll Year 10 
students with a strong 
interest in STEM subjects 
with a view to carving out a 
career within those

MP unveils 
new report 
on fostering 


HARLOW MP and Commons 
Education Committee chair, 
Robert Halfon, recently 
presented his report on 
Fostering to the House of 
Commons Chamber. 

The main 

recommendations of the 
report were: 

■ Ensuring all young people 
in foster care are 
meaningfully engaged, have 
full access to advocacy 
services and where possible 
are placed with their 


siblings. 

■ The establishment of a 
national college for foster 
carers, which will work to 
improve working conditions. 

■ A national recruitment 
and awareness campaign to 
increase capacity in the 
foster care system. 

Robert Halfon said: “Foster 
children in Harlow are some 
of the most vulnerable young 
people in our community 
but they are currently being 
failed by a care system which 


doesn’t meet their needs. 
Foster children shouldn’t 
face the prospect of a 
dizzying number of 
placements nor should they 
be excluded from decisions 
about their future. Efforts 
need to be redoubled to 
place Harlow children with 
their siblings. 

“We must also do more to 
recognise the valuable 
service which foster carers in 
Harlow provide. Establishing 
a national college, which 


would work towards 
improving working 
conditions for carers and 
provide a resource for 
training and support, would 
help with this. 

“Social Justice is the 
primary objective of our 
Committee and it is vital that 
fostered young people in 
Harlow are as able to climb 
the educational ladder of 
opportunity as anybody else.

In addition to our doctor 
and paramedic responders, 
who go out both day and 
night from home, BEARS 
also have an enhanced care 
car which allows a doctor 
and paramedic to respond as 
a team. The car and its 
equipment was purchased 
entirely from public 
donations and allows 
enhanced care and support, 
to be delivered to those who 
are critically ill or injured. 

BEARS do not receive any 
statutory funding; we rely 


solely upon public 
donations, to continue our 
vital voluntary life saving 
work. 

BEARS objectives are the 
relief of persons suffering 
injury or illness, by the 
provision of immediate 
medical care and in addition 
to advance the study of 
immediate medical care, by 
the provision of training. 

This year BEARS will be 
celebrating 45 years of 
voluntary immediate care, 
being delivered throughout 
the county of Essex. 

Sir Stephen O’Brien CBE 
former chairman of Barts 
Health NHS Trust and 
Supporter of BEARS said: 
“Bears do really wonderful 
work in saving lives through 
their emergency work in 
providing pre-hospital care 
and transportation to those 
who are very seriously 
injured and/or critically ill, 
often on the pavement or 
roadside. Minutes literally 
matter and speed and co¬ 
ordination are crucial in 
getting those suffering severe 
injury and trauma onto the 
operating table in the 
shortest possible time. 

“I have had the privilege of 
watching this work from the 
Trauma Centre at The Royal 
London Hospital over several 
years and I know how the 
efficiency and 
professionalism of this car 
based service saves very 
many lives every year.

A dmit it, being 

around the most 
productive person 
you know can be 
pretty exhausting... 
Watching them scroll 
through an inbox of 
categorised mail, show off a 
new skill they’ve mastered, 
and casually drop in the side 
project they’ve launched can 
be dispiriting - if you’re the 
type of person that never 
seems able to get things 
done. 

With the distractions of 
digital devices and ever- 
increasing workloads, taking 
control of our time can feel 
like a never-ending battle. 
But we all have the same 
amount of hours in the day - 
so why do some people just 
seem to have a knack of 
using them so well? 

Contrary to what you 
might think, being 
productive isn’t about losing 
sleep and burning the candle 
at both ends - it’s about 
working smarter, not harder, 
and making the most of your 
time. A new year is a great 
time to streamline your life 
and make progress on 
personal projects. 

Here, experts share their 
top wellbeing, nutrition and 
work tips for making this 
month your most productive 
yet... 

1. Make a ‘to-be’ list 

List-making is generally a 
disheartening business. You 
start off with good 
intentions, but by the time 
you’ve added up everything 
you need to do, you’re 
overwhelmed by the sheer 
weight of tasks. Isn’t it just 
easier to ignore it and watch 
Netflix? If this sounds 
familiar, Carina Lawson, 
founder of wellbeing planner 
Ponderlily (Ponderlily.com), 
suggests chalking up an 
alternative ‘to-be’ list. 

“These lists are all about 
the end goal, and what you 
need to do to get there,” she 
says. 

“Write down the things 
you want to achieve in the 
long-term, whether that’s 
penning your own novel or 
being more adventurous.” 
The idea is that it helps you 
prioritise your important life 
goals over the insignificant 
tasks of day-to-day life. 

“Once the list is done, pin it 
up somewhere where you 
can easily see and be 
reminded of it,” says Carina. 

2. Declutter your home 

Yes, it can be a daunting 
task, but taking the plunge to 
live with less ‘stuff can 
actually reward you with 
more time and better focus. 
Clutter can have a negative 
psychological effect and 
there’s often a huge relief 
and satisfaction of letting go 
of non-essential items that 
are taking up space. 

“Look at the items you 


own and ask yourself if 
you’ve used each one in the 
last eight months,” says life 
coach Jennifer Boon 
(booncoaching.com). “If you 
haven’t, consider whether 
you will use it in the future. 

If the answer is no, donate it 
to charity or friends.” 

3. Eat for your brain 

“I’m a huge believer that 
you are what you eat,” says 
Sasha Sabapathy, founder of 
holistic remedy brand Glow 
Bar. “For a super productive 
2018, I’m making sure my 
diet is full of brain-boosting 
super foods and adaptogenic 
herbs.” 

Foods high in healthy fats, 
like salmon, avocado and 
coconut oil, are amazing for 
brain health, as well as dark 
green vegetables like Tuscan 
kale, broccoli and Swiss 
chard, she adds. 

Certain ayurvedic 
adaptogenic herbs, like 
Rhodiola, Ashwagandha and 
Holy Basil, are all also 
amazing for boosting brain 


health and productivity.” 

Make sure you’re not 
skipping breakfast. 

“When we’re asleep, our 
bodies adapt to a state of 
fasting, which means when 
we wake up in the morning it 
is very important to refuel,” 
says Rhiannon Lambert, 
nutritionist and author of 
Re-Nourish: A Simple Way 
To Eat Well (£18.99, Hodder 
& Stoughton). 

“Without breakfast, your 
brain and body are 
effectively running on an 
empty tank. By eating as 
soon as you wake up, you are 
giving your body a much 
better chance of feeling 
energised and productive 
than if you skip it.” 

4. Embrace a ‘deep work’ 
mentality 

The beginning of the year 
is a great time to get stuck 
into a personal project. If 
you struggle to find the 
motivation to get started, the 
key could be to embrace a 
‘deep work’ state. 


“The idea comes from 
professor and author Cal 
Newport’s excellent book 
Deep Work: Rules For 
Focused Success In A 
Distracted World (£14.99, 
Piaktus),” says Matt Searle, 
head of employer relations at 
Henley Business School 
Careers (henley.ac.uk). 

“This is scheduled, focused 
work with no distractions: no 
phone calls, no social media, 
no checking the news and 
nobody interrupting. It’s a 
chance to work on your most 
important projects.” 

Matt notes this might 
mean adjusting your 
schedule: “It might mean 
changing location and 
working for an hour two in a 
library or meeting room - 
there’s lots of tricks you can 
use to make this happen. 

“Personally, I like to start 
early and work on things 
before I even open my email, 
then I have a clear mind and 
an hour or so to really crack 
on with the things that I 
know are important.” 


5. Get your finances in 
order 

The new year brings a 
chance to really asses your 
spending habits too. 

“Checking your balance 
every day is a really good 
habit to get into,” says Anne 
Boden, CEO of Starling Bank 
(starlingbank.com). 

“Personal finance apps mean 
you can track your spending 
insights and see exactly 
where your money is going. 
This means you don’t get 
any nasty surprises at the 
end of the month.” 

She also suggests making 
some realistic saving targets 
to work towards. “Set a few 
which are achievable but 
also aspirational. It will make 
going to work on cold winter 
days feel much easier if you 
have an exotic, sun-filled 
holiday to save for.” 

6. Keep career-focused 

“I’m adamant the best jobs 
never make it to job boards,” 
says Benedicta Banga, 
founder of women’s 
coaching Leadher Initiative 
(leadherinitiative.com). 

“Some figures quote that 
more than 80 per cent of 
roles are never advertised, so 
don’t wait until you need a 
job to network. Make a list of 
the people you would love to 
build mutually beneficial 
relationships with, so you 
can decide how to connect 
and strike up conversations.” 

She also advises drafting a 


personal career development 
plan -“If you’ve never 
created one before, this will 
be a great alternative to 
making resolutions, 
especially if you don’t tend 
to keep them” - and 
encourages everyone to pick 
a skill that’s valuable in 
today’s digital world, which 
could be anything from 
coding to photography. 

“Align it as closely as you can 
to your future ambitions.” 

7. Have a social media detox 

The average person spends 
at least one hour and 40 
minutes per day looking at 
social media sites and apps - 
a pretty astonishing amount 
of time. 

“Taking some time away 
from technology is the 
perfect way to start the year 
on a productive note, while 
also making more time for 
personal connections,” says 
Sasha. 

“Make time to spend with 
loved ones and away from 
social media, and make sure 
you are without your phone 
for at least an hour before 
bed to get a good night’s 
sleep. 

“I think this is something 
we should all do more 
often,” she adds. “Rather 
than cutting out food groups, 
or trying to go vegan, why 
not give yourself some time 
back by having a total 
blackout from app 
notificiations?“ 
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Is it the right 
time to make 
your move? 

What will the 2018 housing market bring for buyers 
and sellers? Property experts share their thoughts 


T he housing market 

has been sending out 
some mixed 
messages recently. 

On the one hand 
there’s talk of consumers 
being reluctant to make big 
decisions amid wider 
economic uncertainty and a 
squeeze on their living costs. 

On the other hand, house 
prices have continued to 
climb in many areas, with 
reports of a lack of 
properties to choose from in 
popular locations. 

So what’s in store for 2018? 
Here’s a look at what the 
market could bring for house 
prices, mortgages and first¬ 
time buyers. 

House prices 

In general, predictions 
have ranged from house 
prices being flat across the 
UK to edging up by a few 
percentage points by this 
time next year. Economists 
believe the squeeze on 
incomes from inflation will 
limit what buyers are willing 
to pay. 

Robert Gardner, chief 
economist at Nationwide 
Building Society, says: “How 
the housing market performs 
in 2018 will be determined in 
large part by developments 
in the wider economy. Brexit 
developments will remain 
important, but hard to 
foresee.” 

Does that mean house 
price growth is expected to 
be subdued across the whole 
of the UK? 

This year has seen been 
big differences between 
areas of the UK in how the 
housing market has 
performed. The Royal 
Institution of Chartered 
Surveyors (Rics) has said 
pricing in Scotland, Wales, 
Northern Ireland and north¬ 
west England has been 
resilient compared with 


some other places. 

While London has seen a 
cooldown, some other major 
cities, where housing 
affordability is less stretched, 
have been putting in a 
relatively strong 
performance. 

Richard Donnell, insight 
director at property analysts 
Hometrack, says: “The likes 
of Manchester, Birmingham 
and Glasgow have seen 
market activity increase and 
this has delivered above- 
average price growth of 6-8% 
for the last 12 months.” 

Bargains for buyers 

When it comes to sealing a 
deal, more house sales are 
now going through at less 
than the original price sellers 
had wanted, according to 
estate agents. For some 
buyers, they may find there’s 
more room for negotiation, 
depending on what the local 
housing market is like at the 
time. 

But the supply of 
properties on the market is 
still tight in many places, so 
sellers in these areas may 
feel more confident in 
holding firm on price. 

Across the UK, 85% of 
properties sold for less than 
the asking price in 
November, according to 
NAEA (National Association 
of Estate Agents) 
Propertymark - the highest 
proportion since its records 
started in 2013. One in eight 
(12%) properties sold for the 
asking price and 3% sold 
above the asking price. 

Mortgage deals 

Despite the Bank of 
England hiking the base rate 
from 0.25% to 0.5% in 
November, in general, the 
mortgage rates on offer are 
still “extremely low“, says 
David Hollingworth from 
broker London & Country 
Mortgages. 


He says some rates on the 
fixed-rate mortgage deals on 
offer had started to edge up 
even before the base rate 
increase, with rates creeping 
up further across the 
mortgage market generally 
after November. 

Home owners sitting on 
their lender’s standard 
variable rate (SVR), which 
happens after a particular 
mortgage deal comes to an 
end, may want to consider 
whether they can get a better 
deal, he says, adding that 
many lenders announced 
rate increases to their SVRs 
in line with the base rate 
hike. 

Hollingworth says some 
mortgage borrowers will be 
receiving their annual 
statements in fanuary, which 
can help them to take stock 
of whether they should make 
switching mortgage their 
New Year’s resolution or 
whether they are already on 
a good deal. 

First-time buyers 

Hollingworth says there 
are still plenty of mortgage 
options available for people 
with lower deposits. 

Those who have slightly 
less than a 10% deposit may 
find quite a “substantial 
advantage” in being able to 
access a better mortgage rate 
if they can scrape together 
more cash to push 
themselves into the 10% 
deposit bracket, he says. 

In some good news for 
first-time buyers, Hometrack 
predicts this sector will make 
up the largest group of 
buyers in 2018. 

Donnell says: “We expect 
first time buyers to be the 
largest group of buyers in 
2018 accounting for over one 
in every three sales (35%) 
and overtaking existing 
home owners (34%) as new 
purchases by investors fall in 
the wake of tax changes.”

Beauty trends 

The tweaks, tips and fixes you need 
to rejuvenate your skin and hair 


ew Year 

resolutions that 
revolve around 
our beauty 
routine are 
appealing because who 
doesn’t want to stay in 
and pamper themselves a 
little during the most 
depressing weeks of the 
year? And they don’t 
require massive changes, 
just the odd tweak or 
extra bit of TLC. 

We asked a host of 
experts for their top tips 
on how to rescue your 
skin and hair from the 
ravages of party season 
and put in place the 
habits that will make 
2018 your most beautiful 
year yet... 


1. Pay attention to your 
hands 

“They get exposed to 
the elements, they are in 
and out of water and as a 
consequence can age 
more rapidly than any 
other site on the body,” 
says Dr Sam Bunting, a 
Harley Street cosmetic 
dermatologist. “Get into 
the habit of wearing 
sunscreen on them daily 
(a moisturiser can double 
as hand cream) and rub 
any residual anti-ageing 
products onto the backs 
of your hands, rather 
than the palms.” 

2. Don’t neglect your 
neck 

“Or your decolletage, 
for that matter,” Dr 


Bunting warns. 
“Everything should match 
from the face down to the 
chest so the same rules 
apply here, in terms of 
sunscreen use and topical 
antioxidants.” 

3. Give your hair a break 

“Make this year’s New 
Year resolution to turn 
down the heat on your 
hair - put the 
straighteners away in the 
cupboard and see how 
long you can last,” 
advises trichologist Sally- 
Ann Tarver from The 
Cotswold Trichology 
Centre and Theradome 
GB. “This will not only 
save your hair from 
repeated heat destruction 
and improve your hair 
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condition but you may find 
that being more inventive 
with your hair will open up a 
world of new styles to try.” 

4. Become a retinol regular 

Sworn off retinol in the 
past because you had a bad 
reaction? It doesn’t have to 
be that way. 

“If you aren’t used to it, 
retinol can cause tingling, 
dryness, peeling in the initial 
stages and redness. Starting 
on a lower strength and 
using it every second or third 
night until your skin can 
tolerate it are ways you can 
reduce these effects,” 
recommends Dr Ruhul 
Amin, co-founder and 
medical director of 
Rejuvence Clinic. 

The vitamin A derivative 
“helps stimulate the skin 
into producing collagen and 
speed cell turnover to even 
out discoloration and 
smooth the skin“, Dr Amin 
explains, so it’s worth 
starting slowly to reap the 
long-term rewards, but you 
should always use sunscreen 
the following morning. 

5. Don’t scrimp on the SPF 

Speaking of sunscreen, 
aesthetic doctor Dr Christine 
Or, founder of Dr Christine 
Medical Aesthetics, says you 
shouldn’t leave home 
without it: “Wear at least SPF 
30 every day throughout the 
year, even on cloudy and 
rainy days as damaging UV 
rays can penetrate through 
cloud. ” 

6. Give your scalp some TLC 

“Swap your comb for a 


large paddle brush,” GHD 
UK ambassador Zoe Irwin 
advises. “Sweeping your 
paddle brush along the scalp 
lightly can help stimulate 
hair growth by improving 
blood circulation to the 
scalp.” 

“Healthy hair starts at the 
scalp,” agrees Paul Windle, 
hairdresser and co-founder 
of Windle & Moodie. “Go 
that one step further and 
massage in your shampoo 
and let it work its magic for 
up to two minutes. Rinse 
thoroughly to unclog pores 
and get rid of excess build 
up to promote hair growth.” 

7. Go with your gut 

“If you have developed 
skin issues such as rosacea 
or a worsening of acne, 
consider gut symptoms,” 
recommends Justine Hextall, 
consultant dermatologist 
and medical director of the 
Tarrant Street Clinic. “Quite 
often, when I see an 
individual with worsening 
skin, I notice in the history it 
has followed a period of 
illness where high-dose 
antibiotics have been used. I 
always address this and talk 
about probiotic supplements 
and prebiotic foods that can 
encourage the natural gut 
flora such as garlic, leeks, 
onions, etc.” 

8. Repair your hair 

“The importance of 
detoxing also extends to the 
hair - it goes through a lot 
with styling, pollution and 
environmental damage 
taking a major toll on your 
tresses,” says Louise Jenkins, 


Great Lengths education and 
creative manager. “Invest in 
a treatment programme, 
such as BIO A+O.E.’s 02 
Restructuring Programme. 
Using active plant 
ingredients, the three-step 
system works to detoxify hair 
from chemicals and return it 
to its natural condition, 
regaining shine, silkiness 
and strength in 21 washes.”

Musician and inventor 
Thomas Truax tells 
Darryl Webber about 
his new album ahead 
of his show Essex 


E ver heard the 

Hornicator? Ever 
experienced the sound 
of the Mother Superior? 
Are you ready for the 
Stringaling? These weird and 
wonderful instruments are the 
creation of Thomas Truax, a 
musician and inventor who’ll 
be bringing his unique sound 
to Southend in March. 

From Denver but based for a 
long time in New York before 
living in Germany then settling 
in the UK, Thomas makes 
music that you might call 
Americana but distinctly his 
own blend.

“There is a lot about flying on 
the album,” Thomas admits. 
“My wife pointed it out to me 
when she listened to the songs 
and I asked her what holds it all 
together. I think the flying thing 
is part of the psychological 
make up, dreaming about 
flying is meant to do with 
trying to escape something.” 

How about the practicalities 
of writing and recording while 
he’s on the move, how does 
that work? 

“Thanks to portable 
interfaces with laptops you can 
record on the go but it does 
have an influence on what you 
do. Lots of people have set-ups 
so I just end up going to see 
them and do it face to face. You 
can send files around but it’s 
not quite the same. 

“The more I’ve travelled 


around, the more you do that, 
you realise that certain things - 
the way you look at things, 
your imagination - it travels 
around with you.” 

All That Heaven Allows is the 
title of a Douglas Sirk film of 
1955 but Thomas admits he 
just liked the title rather than 
taking particular influence from 
the movie. 

“The album had lots of 
different titles scribbled down, 

I collect ideas for song titles, 
albums, and I just thought that 
was a great title. I like titles that 
are open to interpretation, all 
of the lyrics of the songs fit 
with it.” 

Thomas is looking forward to 
touring the UK in the coming 
weeks and is especially 
relishing returning to the 
Railway in Southend in March. 

“I’ve played the Railway a few 
times, it’s a great place. I’ve 
had some magical shows there, 


I always look forward to it. I’ve 
got a few people who come to 
the shows regularly so it’s good 
to see them. With independent 
venues struggling it’s good to 
see somewhere like that 
thriving. The people who run it 
are really cool and they’ve put 
together a really cool place with 
a great atmosphere.” 

And can we expect to see 
some of his strange, homemade 
instruments at the Railway. 

And more importantly, will 
they be in working order? 

Thomas says some of his 
repertoire of contraptions - the 
Honricator and the Mother 
Superior will be making the trip 
to Southend along with his 
trusty, modified guitar Hank - 
but he can’t guarantee they’ll 
all work. 

“When it works, it’s great, 
when it doesn’t it sucks,” he 
admits. “I’m constantly putting 
stuff together, I’ll put a motor 
on something and then after six 
shows the wires will break and 
it’ll start falling apart. But that’s 
all part of. Someone wrote a 
review of a show I did in 
Brighton which said something 
like ‘the audience loved it when 
everything worked, and they 
loved it even more when it 
went wrong.’ That’s what 
makes it good, it’s that live, 
theatrical part of a show where 
things can go wrong. It’s 
spontaneous, it’s fun.”

EARLY MAN (U) ★★★★★ 


F ilms set in prehistory 

often run with a tagline 
something like “a 
million years in the 
making.” This may not 
be quite true of Aardman’s 
latest but given the time- 
consuming, labour-intensive 
nature of their stop-motion 
animation techniques we can 
at least say this latest 
splendidly daft offering from 
the Bristol-based production 
house has been around eight 
years in the making. 

Set in the Pleistocene epoch 
(and definitely the plasticine 
era), Early Man starts with a 
panorama of erupting 
volcanoes, battling dinosaurs 
and warring tribes of cavemen 
all of which is obliterated by a 
meteor strike (we see it impact 
just outside of Manchester) 
leaving the surviving cavemen 
to flourish. So far, so 
prehistoric but then the film 
posits that football is invented 
by these early men (and 
women) kicking around the 
glowing remnant of the meteor 
because it’s too hot to handle. 
It seems entirely plausible. 

Fast forward a few thousand 
years and a Stone Age tribe led 
by Chief Bobnar (Timothy 
Spall) live in a green valley and 
are rather inept hunter- 
gatherers - they are habitually 


outwitted by a rabbit they are 
trying to catch. Their primitive 
idyll is interrupted by the 
invasion of a more technically 
advanced Bronze Age tribe led 
by Lord Nooth (Tom 
Hiddleston, with a French 
accent Gordon Kaye would be 
proud of) who exile Bobnar 
and co to the bleak Badlands. 
But one of the caveman, Dug 
(Eddie Redmayne) ends up in 
the Bronze Age city and 
discovers football is their 
obsession. He challenges 
Nooth’s team of preening 
galacticos to a match and if 
Dug’s team win they get to 
return to their valley. All he has 
to do is turn his tribe of misfits 


and eccentrics into a football 
team. 

It wasn’t apparent to me that 
Aardman’s latest was a footy 
film but that is pretty much 
what Early Man is - but 
thankfully it’s a bit more than 
that too. It’s a celebration of 
outsiders and underdogs that 
will have kids and adults 
chuckling along at its silly and 
gags and slapstick moments. 
Think Escape To Victory meets 
One Million Years BC (there’s a 
nice nod to stop motion 
pioneer Ray Harryhausen in 
the credits) with an extra 
sprinkling of Monty 
Pythonesque absurdity plus all 
the usual charm and wit you 


come to expect from Aardman. 

There’s a very British 
sensibility at the heart of the 
film that is all about rooting for 
the little guy against the 
powerful and the pompous. 
With a World Cup (and 
England’s almost inevitable 
disappointment) looming and 
the inescapable spectre of 
Brexit, you could see Early 
Man as a championing of the 
Little Englander mentality but 
it doesn’t feel like a political 
film at all, just a gentle 
comedy. 

As with Nick Park’s previous 
animations, the attention to 
detail and immense likeability 
of the characters and comedy 
is what wins you over. It 
doesn’t quite have the easy 
familiarity of Wallace and 
Gromit’s adventures (although 
Dug’s sidekick Hobnob has a 
very Gromit role) but it is very 
much in the same indomitable 
spirit and you’ll certainly be 
cheering for Dug’s Stone Age 
team in the big match at the 
end of the film. Its result is 
likely to be more satisfying 
than England’s World Cup 
campaign later this year. 

A prehistoric crowd-pleaser 
that wrings as much humour 
and silliness as it possibly can 
out of cavemen, football and 
plucky underdogs, it’s not 
quite up there with Aardman’s 
very best, but is still great fun.

Kristen Wiig and Matt Damon in Downsizing 

DOWNSIZING ( 15 ) ★★★★★ 


SMALL is beautiful - and highly desirable - in 
director Alexander Payne's quirky comedy 
drama set in the near future, when socially- 
conscious citizens in our overcrowded world 
undergo cellular reduction to shrink their 
bodies. 

A blue-collar worker’s wage comfortably buys 
a palatial abode in a downsized 
neighbourhood. You can have it all when 
you’re 12cm tall. 

The gung-ho miniaturised American dream 
turns sour in Payne’s film, co-written by Jim 
Taylor, which chronicles the intolerable strain 
that downsizing places on one fractured 
marriage. 

Wit and invention are in thrilling abundance 
in an assured opening 30 minutes, augmented 
with slick digital effects that juxtapose the 
everyday and shrunken worlds. 

Unfortunately, the script’s volatile cocktail of 
genres - dystopian social satire, humane 
drama, doomed romance - congeals before the 
film has concluded its laboured second hour. 

At a high school reunion, Paul (Matt Damon) 
and wife Audrey (Kristen Wiig) meet 
miniaturised former classmates Dave and Carol 
Johnson (Jason Sudeikis, Maribeth Monroe), 
who are effusive about their decision to shrink. 
The Safraneks agree they need a radical change 
in circumstances to reinvigorate their stagnant 
marriage. 

During transition surgery, Audrey gets cold 
feet and Paul becomes a heartbroken, lonely 
bachelor in the tiny community of Leisureland. 

One year later, the Safraneks are divorced 
and Paul trades Leisureland luxury for a single 
bedroom apartment in the same block as brash 
playboy Dusan Mirkovic (Christoph Waltz). The 
straight-talking hedonist introduces Paul to 
fun-loving pal Joris (Udo Kier) and Vietnamese 
cleaner Ngoc Lan Tran (Hong Chau), a 
vociferous political activist with an ill-fitting 
prosthetic leg. 

She opens Paul’s eyes to the intolerance and 
cruelty in his brave new miniaturised world. 

Ironically, Downsizing comes up short. An 
ingenious central conceit can’t stretch to J35 
minutes and the emotional pay-off is ultimately 
unsatisfying. 

Damon delivers an appealing performance as 
a kind-hearted everyman seduced by science, 
but he is overshadowed by scene-stealing and 
sometimes garish supporting performances. 

Two-time Oscar winner Waltz furiously 
chews scenery as an ageing, foul-mouthed 
lothario, while Thai-born actress Chau, whose 
parents were Vietnamese refugees, could snag 
her first Oscar nomination for her eye-catching 
portrayal of an outspoken dissident, who was 
downsized against her will. 

The character’s broken English is a high wire 
act, strung tightly between hilarity and racial 
caricature. Damon Smith

2. Stir in the cumin, 


cinnamon, paprika and 
salt and cook, stirring, 
for about 30 seconds, 
until the spices become 
fragrant. 

3. Tip in the tinned 
tomatoes, stir to 
combine and lower the 
heat. Simmer for 10-15 
minutes until the sauce 
thickens slightly. 

4. Make four small 
wells in the tomato 
sauce for your eggs. 
Crack an egg into each 
well and place a lid on 
top of the frying pan. 
Leave the eggs to cook 
for five minutes or until 
the whites are just set. 

5. Crumble the feta 
over the surface and 
finish with the chopped 
coriander and a 
grinding of pepper.

Dieting is all about using 
some clever mind tricks 

Chef Tom Kerridge speaks to LAUREN TAYLOR about losing weight the delicious way 



D IET food has a bad rep. 

It conjures up images of 
chewing on cardboard¬ 
like rice cakes and 
low-fat packet soups 
packed with preservatives, while 
you dream of a comforting bowl 
of pasta and battle cravings for 
anything that so much as 
resembles dessert. 

Enter Tom Kerridge. He not 
only runs the UK's only pub with 
two Michelin stars (The Hand 
And Flowers in Marlow), but he 
knows a thing or two about 
weight loss - having shed a 
staggering 12 stone himself. 

Now back with a second diet 
book, Lose Weight For Good, 
and accompanying BBC 
programme, he's determined to 
demonstrate that calorie-con¬ 
trolled meals can be delicious 
and easy to whip up at home. 

And who better to create a 
weight-loss plan that you 
actually want to stick to, than 
someone who really loves food? 

"I looked at lower-calorie 
recipes and I found them 
incredibly depressing, boring 
and flavourless,'' Wiltshire-born 
Tom, 44, explains. "I thought, 
'Well no wonder so many people 
yo-yo on diets, they're not 
enjoying what they're eating!" 

He describes his new book as a 
"celebration of great-tasting 
food',' with an emphasis on 
recipes that use everyday 
ingredients and come in portions 
big enough to fill you up. 

It's full of nutritious but 
hearty recipes, and some that 
might surprise you, like spicy 
lamb burgers, pizza with parma 
ham and mozzarella, and coffee 
and chocolate custard pots. 


One of the challenges for 
anyone trying to start a diet is 
finding the time to prepare 
healthy meals, and the inclina¬ 
tion to learn new dishes. 

"It's all well and good every¬ 
body saying they're a great cook, 
but sometimes you're a great 
cook at the weekends when you 
enjoy doing it, when you've got 
three or four hours to potter 
about making things and 
enjoying the process of cooking. 
But you eat every day," says Tom. 

So the recipes in Lose Weight 
For Good really are meant to fit 


into busy lives - the steps are 
clear and simple, and you don't 
need a long list of ingredients. 

"If you come home from work 
at 7 o'clock in the evening, you 
want to rustle something up in 
under 20 minutes and you want 
to know how to do it,” Tom adds. 
"It's aimed at being accessible, 
even for the most amateur of 
cooks to have a go at making 
something taste good." 

While changing your diet does 
involve some self-control, it 
doesn't have to mean missing 
out on all 'treats,' or enjoying 


food less. For instance, you can 
still get your pasty fix with Tom's 
chicken and mushroom filo 
crunch, your late-night takeaway 
hit with his healthy lamb doner 
alternative, or southern-style 
chicken with potato salad. 

"I think when people are on 
diets, what they miss the most is 
desserts and things they feel like 
they shouldn't be able to eat,” he 
says. Although the desserts in the 
book don't have the same 
amount of butter or sugar, and 
therefore calories, as traditional 
pudding recipes, they're still 
proper puddings. 

"There are some fantastic 
sugar alternatives, fantastic 
cream alternatives, things that 
are lower in calories that can 
help you still produce things that 
feel a bit more 'treaty,' that 
shouldn't feel like you're on a 
diet, but you are," he says (yes, 
this includes cheesecake!). 

It's all about using some clever 
tricks. Some of the recipes 
include veg-masquerading-as- 
carb alternatives, like jerk 
chicken with cauliflower rice 'n' 
peas, chicken with peas and 
mushrooms and celeriac mash, 
and turkey ragu with white 
cabbage linguine. 

"They make you feel like you're 
not missing out on anything," 
Tom says. "They hold flavour, 
they taste nice, they're mind

I DON'T have any "special dietary 
requirements” when it comes to 
food and drink but 1 know many of 
you do. When the Co-op told me 
they were extending their vegan- 
friendly range of wines I thought 
“ooooh” shame on me, I could be 
helping you with this one, espe¬ 
cially as Veganuary is underway 
this month. 

When is a wine vegan-friendly? 
Animal products might be used in 
the winemaking process at the 
fining stages - that's when the 
impurities are removed from the 
wines to create a clear liquid. 

These fining agents can include 
egg white, isinglass (which comes 
from fish) and charcoal which 
could be made from animal bones. 
They are added to the wine and 
the "cloudy bits” cling to them and 
drift downwards leaving the wine

clear. A wine is vegan-friendly 
when the fining process is done 
using a non-animal product, such 
as pea protein. 

The alcohol education charity 
Drinkaware has some vegan 
guidelines on its website 
drinkaware.co.uk and from 
there I followed a link to 
barnivore.com which is a 
really useful community- 
created database of alcoholic 
drinks. 

Just search for a drink or a 
retailer to discover vegan- 


friendly options. I tapped away 
looking for drinks from Tesco, 
Asda, Aldi, Marks & Spencer and 
so on; it was very useful. 

Back to the Co-op and eight new 
wines are to be launched from 
February 12, including Gran 
Familia Rioja Tino (£5.99). 

Its vegan wines also include 
Co-op Irresistible Viognier 
Pays cTOc (£7.49,13.5% abv) 
which I shared with a friend. It 
has honeyed notes together 
with dried apples, peach and 
citrus and a shake of spice 
which adds an interesting 
dimension. It isn't overly 
acidic and has a touch of 
creaminess. 

Marks & Spencer has more 
than 420 vegan-friendly 
wines, which is over half its 
range. There's a lovely red, 




Terres de Moraines Madiran 2013 
(£9.50,14.5% abv) which is 
full-bodied, laden with red berries 
and spice, and rich and silky with 
soft tannins. 

If sparkling wine is your thing 
then Aldi's delightful Organic 
Prosecco (£7.99,11.5% abv) 
pops a fruit flurry of pears and 
apples, together with gentle i 
aromas of acacia flowers.

"Any change in hair colour should 
have a thorough consultation with a 
professional, so we can manage 
your expectations and let you know 
what we think is achievable,” says 
lack Howard, expert colourist at 
Paul Edmonds Salon London for 
L'Oreal Professionnel. 

"Many people don't realise that 
getting to your perfect colour is a 
journey and cannot be achieved in 
one hair appointment - and 
definitely not in one at home box 
colour." 

What would happen if you did 
decide to grab the first dye kit that 
takes your fancy and whack it on 
your barnet? 

"Well, best of luck, 
but be aware of 
mismatched roots, 
patchy colour, 
breakage, bad 
results... the list 
could go on!" lack 
warns.

THIS is one area where lack isn't 
so prescriptive: "There was a time 
when skin colour always came into 
the equation, but when people are 
looking at extreme changes, quite 
often it becomes statement hair and 
that doesn't follow the same rules!”

WHAT TO EXPECT IF YOUR NATURAL HAIR COLOUR IS. 


■ Black: "If your hair is black, 
you will need more than one 
appointment and we are 
definitely looking at a long 
journey to go blonde - you would 
need to think about being golden 
and copper part of the way 
through this service/' expert 
colourist Jack Howard explains. 

"Products such as L'Oreal 
Professionnel's Smartbond will 
definitely help maintain the 
condition of hair when going 
from dark base colours to light, 
but it won't be achievable in one 
appointment. 

"Black to red, as long as it's 
natural, is pretty simple and I 
would recommend having this 
done in one salon visit. 

"Black to brunette, again, is 
not too difficult and should be 
done in one visit." 

■ Brunette: "Brunette to black 
or red is very simple - just one 
sitting appointment," says Jack. 

But going blonde is a bit more 
complicated: "Brunette to blonde 


is all dependent on your shade of 
brunette and your required 
shade of blonde. You could be in 
a new colour spectrum within 
one to two appointments." 

■ Red: "Red to brunette would 
be achievable in one 
appointment, as long as the 
customer is OK with being a 
warmer brown, rather than 
cooler tones," Jack advises. 

Red to black in one sitting, 
meanwhile, is "simple - and you 
should end up being a sultry 
dark-haired customer." 

Going blonde, however, is 
"much harder and depends on 
the shade of red you are and how 
blonde you want to be". 

■ Blonde: "A natural blonde can 
go any of these shades as you 
are basically going darker, so a 
few expert rules and tricks, and a 
new colour is yours," Jack 
explains. "Getting back to your 
natural colour again, though, is 
far more complicated."

“ f you're stuck in a bit of a rut 
with rooms in your house, 
don't worry, I've got you 
covered with my top tips for 
decorating a room... 


EIGHT THINGS YOU WILL 
NEED FOR DECORATING 

1. Plastic sheeting 

2. Masking tape 

3. Light sandpaper 

4. Screwdrivers to take down wall hangings 
5.4" paint brush, 2 x 2" paint brushes, roller 
and roller tray 

6. Step ladder 

7. Paint 

8. Undercoat and topcoat for the woodwork 

When it comes to choosing paint, the 
choice is endless. My local DIY store, 
Designer Colours, can mix up any 
precise colour you like. You can take 
in an item and they'll scan and 
colour-match it for you. 

To work out how much paint you 
need, calculate the area of your ceiling 
and walls, and remember you'll be 
doing two coats. A five litre tin covers 
about 50m2, but this can depend on 
the thickness of your paint, so check 
the back of the tin. 

I'd recommend using acrylic under¬ 
coat and top coat, as it has a quicker 
drying time and less fumes. Do not 
use an oil-based and an acrylic paint 
together. If you use an oil-based paint, 
you'll need white spirit. Everything 
else washes off with water. 

PREPARATION IS EVERYTHING WHEN 
IT COMES TO PAINTING 

You need to prep - this takes a few 
hours, but will make the whole job 
easier, cheaper and better. If you're 
doing this over a weekend, I'd 
recommend doing as much of this 
prep on the Friday night, so you have 
more time to paint on the following 
days. 

Start by moving all the heavy stuff 
(sofas, beds, bookshelves, TVs) in the 
room into the centre, leaving at least a 
30cm gap between your furniture and 
your walls all around. Next, take down 
any curtains, blinds or nets and lay 
these on the furniture. Now lay any 
wall hangings, pictures and light 
shades on your curtains, and cover 
the whole thing up with plastic sheet¬ 
ing. Try to avoid cotton or twill sheet¬ 
ing - this won't keep dust out or big 
blobs of paint (if you drop any). 

Using 80-grit sandpaper, lightly rub

all your woodwork - the skirtings, 
architraves and doors. Make sure to 
rub only the face of the door that 
looks into the room, unless you're 
planning on decorating the hall too. 

Once all the sanding is done, ^ — 

get the vacuum cleaner out 
and give everything a 
thorough clean, making 
sure not to miss the 
tops of the doors, 
architraves and skirt¬ 
ings. You may need to 
clean the woodwork 
with a damp cloth and 
some washing-up 
liquid. 

Now you are cleared, 
sanded and cleaned, it's time 
for the masking. Use 50mm 
decorators' tape to mask 
where your floor meets the 
skirting boards. Whether your floor is 
carpeted or smooth-surfaced, it is a 
good idea to do this, as it stops drips 
and saves you from having to cut-in 
the paintwork against the floor. If you 
are planning on painting around 
wooden windows, you can mask these 
up too - it takes ages, but saves much 
more time in cutting-in and scraping 


paint off of glass. 

With the masking all done, all you 
need to do is put plastic sheeting on 
the floor (you can cut a large plastic 
sheet into long wide strips with scis¬ 
sors - this will make it a lot 
more useful) and after all 
^ that, you're finally 

ready for the fun stuff! 

START PAINTING AT 
THE TOP AND 
WORK DOWN 

Paint the ceilings 
first - that way any 
drips or spots will 
not muck up other 
bits you've already 
done. Use a 4" brush to 
paint around the top edge 
of your ceiling. If you're 
painting the walls later, you 
don't need to cut this ceiling paint 
into them, as you'll be painting over 
the top. Once you've painted around 
the edges of the ceiling, use the same 
brush to cut in around any lights you 
have. 

With the edges still wet with paint, 
use a roller to put the first coat on the 
ceiling. Pour some of your paint into 



your roller tray and begin painting. 
Start in the corner of the room and 
work outwards from there, painting in 
small sections and always rolling back 
into your wet work. 

Once the first ceiling coat is done, 
wrap the roller in a plastic bag and 
start undercoating the woodwork. 

To undercoat, take your 2" brush 
and start painting the skirting. 

Because you haven't put any paint on 
the walls yet, you can coat the wood¬ 
work with no need to cut-in. 

Once the undercoat is done, your 
ceiling should be dry enough to lay on 
your second coat. Use your 4" brush 
again to paint the edges of the ceiling, 
and then roller the rest. Wash the 
roller out and leave it to dry. You now 
have an hour or two to go outside and 
get some fresh air before you start the 
final stretch. 

When your undercoated woodwork 
has dried, you can start painting the 
walls. Working on one at a time, use 
the 2" brush to cut-in the line between 
the walls, woodwork and ceiling. 

Once one wall is fully cut-in 
(including around the light switches, 
sockets and any wall-mounted light 
fittings), pour some paint into the well 


of the roller tray and start painting the 
wall. 

Start in one corner and roll up and 
down (rather than side to side), 
making sure you cover a roller width 
of the wall fully from top to bottom 
before moving on to the rest of it - this 
way, you'll always have a wet edge of 
paint to roll onto, which will reduce 
your chances of having any streaks. 
Once you've finished rolling one wall, 
repeat the cutting and rolling process 
for every other wall in the room. 

Depending on how fast you are at 
painting, or how big your room is, by 
the time you've painted all the way 
around your room, the wall that you 
started on should be dry, or at least 
nearly dry. 

Once it is, you can paint on your 
second coat in the same way as you 
did the first. Then, clean out your 
brushes and roller before the paint 
dries on them. 

Use some fine sandpaper to lightly 
brush any imperfections off your 
undercoated woodwork - don't rub 
too hard or you'll go through the 
undercoat and have to repaint it. 
Whichever topcoat you choose for 
your woodwork, be aware that it is 
most likely to drip easily - drips that 
will show on your finished job - so be 
careful not to load too much paint on 
your brush. 

For the last coat, use a 2" brush on 
the woodwork. Paint the architraves 
and skirting boards first, remember¬ 
ing to keep an eye on the paint you've 
recently applied - you can use your 
brush to wipe away drips you might 
not have noticed earlier on, if your 
paint is still wet. 

Fastly, paint the door. Paint the 
mouldings around the panels first, 
then the panels themselves, then the 
broad strips of wood that make up the 
rest of the door. Brush the paint in the 
same direction as the grain of the 
wood. 

Feave this final coat of paint to dry 
fully (usually overnight) before 
peeling off all the masking tape and 
rolling up all of your plastic sheeting. 
After having protected your room for 
all this work, your plastic sheets will 
be in pretty poor condition, so roll 
them in on themselves to contain all 
the dust, paint and rubbish, and put 
them straight in the bin. 

Put everything back before flopping 
onto the sofa for a well-earned cup 
of tea.

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F or those of you itching 
to get growing again, 
there are veg, such as 
tomatoes and chillies, 
that benefit from an 
early indoor sowing 
later this month or 
during February. 

The reason for this is to help them 
reach maturity and ripen before 
temperatures drop at the end of the 
summer. 

One such crop is aubergine, which 
is related to the tomato (and potato) 
and requires similar cultivation 
techniques - ideally a long hot 
summer! 

Best results, however, will be 
obtained by growing them in a 
glasshouse or polytunnel. 

The aubergine is becoming an 
increasingly popular grow-your-own 
veg as new cultivars more suitable for 
growing in a British climate are 
introduced. 

Originally from south-east Asia, the 
aubergine was brought to Europe 
during the Moorish invasion of Spain. 
Louis XIV, always trying to impress 
with something new, grew them at his 
palace in Versailles and over the 
centuries they became popular in 
French cuisine. 

So whether in a Greek moussaka, a 
Provencal ratatouille or an Arabic 
baba ganoush, this veg has become a 
familiar supermarket staple. 

Technically, the aubergine, like the 
tomato, is a fruit as they develop from 
the fertilised flower. So how do you go 
about it? 

Although it is a sub-tropical 
perennial, here we grow it as an 
annual. You will need a heated 
propagator and a bright position such 
as a glasshouse or sunny windowsill 
to maximise light levels. 

If you don't have a heated 
propagator, an alternative is to use 
your airing cupboard as a germinator 
and bring seeds to light as soon as 
leaves appear - so you'll need to 
check their progress daily. 

Sow in small pots (S^in) in seed 
compost, water and cover in a 
clear plastic freezer bag to 
maintain humidity if you 
are not using a 
propagator. 

Aubergine seeds will 
take about two to three 
weeks to sprout and then 
they can be potted on 
individually. 

Gently handle seedlings by 
their leaves as stems are easily 
damaged. 


Since this plant is from the sub¬ 
tropics, keep it moist (mist regularly) 
and warm. Misting also helps stop red 
spider mites which thrive in hot, dry 
conditions. 

Aubergines need space to grow, say 
two to three per bag if using grow 
bags. 

Pinch out the main stem when it is 
about a foot or so tall to encourage 
branching, and tie to a cane. 

When flowers develop, tap them 
gently to help pollination. 

Once you have four to six flowers 
that have started to fruit, remove any 
remaining flowers so that the plant 
will now put all its resources towards 
developing just these fruit. 

If you are growing varieties with 
smaller fruits such as 'Ivory' or 
'Ophelia' which are ideal for 
containers, you can leave around a 
dozen fruitlets on the plant. A high 


potash liquid feed given once a week 
will pay dividends. 

If you want to grow them outdoors, 
choose the warmest position - against 
a south-facing brick wall for example. 

You'll need to wait until the last 
frost has gone in May to do this and 
you can help acclimatise the plant to 
the outdoors by covering it in fleece or 
a cloche for the first fortnight. 

So what varieties should you sow? 

You're best to choose early croppers 
that will mature by the end of summer 
- you should be aiming to harvest 
from August onwards. 

Reliable ones include Moneymaker, 
Black Beauty and Bonica, but for 
something a little different, you could 
try a gourmet variety such as Rosa 
Bianca. 

This not only looks gorgeous with 
its rose tinted white skin, it has a 
creamy, delicate flavour to savour. 



Never too soon to plan the year ahead 


■ If you haven't sent your 
Christmas tree for recycling 
yet, you can cut the side 
branches off - these make 
useful covers for tender plants 
outdoors, protecting them 
while allowing them to breathe. 

■ Prune one third of 
blackcurrant stems to ground 
level to encourage new growth. 

■ The garden is looking frosty 
at the moment - don't walk on 
frosty lawns as this will 
damage them. Ponds are icy -

if you have fish, break the 
surface with a stick to allow 
oxygen in. 

■ In the veg garden, protect 
your cabbage plants from 
pigeons with netting or fleece. 
Remove any yellow leaves as 
they are dead and may harbour 
disease or pests. 

■ Start planning your veg plot 


for this year. What would you 
like to be eating fresh from the 
garden in summer and 
autumn? If space is limited, 
consider dedicating a few pots 
to veg and/or herbs. 

■ Cover your veg patch with 
some polythene now to warm it 
up so you can sow veg early. 
You can start sowing some veg 
indoors, such as broad beans. 

■ Sow begonia, lobelia and 
salvia seeds in a heated 
propagator. 
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ASK DIARMUID 


Q l have a bay tree which is 
doing well and I'd like to 
propagate it. Can you tell me 
the best way to do this? 

Thank you. 

Mrs Burgess 

A The best way to do this is 
from cuttings, but you 
must be patient as it's quite a 
slow grower initially. 

Semi-ripe cuttings can be 
taken from the mother plant in 
late summer - make sure you 
choose healthy-looking 
current season's growth. 
Remove from the main stem, 
tearing off gently so that you 



have a bit of the stem 
attached. This is called a heel 
cutting. 

Remove excess leaves - you 
only need about four - and dip 
the heel in hormone-rooting 
powder. Plant in a free-drain¬ 
ing cuttings' compost, water 
in and cover with clear 
polythene. Place in a green¬ 
house or pop in a cold frame 
for the winter. 

Check periodically that it 
doesn't dry out. Come spring, 
remove cover and acclimatise 
to outdoor life. All being well, 
you'll have a baby bay next 
autumn. 


PLANT OF THE WEEK 


ACER CAPILLIPES 

THIS lovely little maple 
is also known as the 
snake bark - due to the 
distinctive white stripe 
markings on its smooth, 
olive green trunk. 

Native to the mountains 
of Japan, this makes it an 
interesting feature tree for 


the winter garden. 

But, like other maples, it 
won't disappoint in the 
autumn with its fiery 
display of yellow, orange 
and red leaves. 

Plant in full sun or partial 
shade in a moist, well- 
drained soil.

L et’s get over this bit quickly. Yes, the 
Fiat 124 Spider is based on the 
suspension and underbody of 
Mazda’s world-conquering MX-5. 

, it’s built in Japan and, yes, some of 
the interior is familiar too. 

But, the similarities - apart from both 
being extremely good fun to drive - really do 
end there. 

The Spider is slightly bigger and is 
powered by its own engine - a turbocharged 
1.4 pinched from the Alfa Romeo Giulietta. 

And, because the Italian has turbo power 
rather than the Mazda’s naturally-aspirated 
1.5-litre engine, the driving experience is 
noticeably different. 

For a start, you don’t have to work the six- 
speed manual gearbox so hard and there’s 
plenty of turbo power on tap for overtaking 
lorries and slower vehicles on our major 
roads. It’s a very comfortable cruiser. 

Get out of town and, like the MX- 
5, the 124 Spider comes alive. To be 
driven hard on Britain’s rolling 
roads are what both these cars are 
made for and there’s very little in it. 

The question is, would you prefer 
an enjoyable thrash of Mazda’s 
naturally-aspirated roadster, or the 
more powerful punch of the 
Spider’s turbocharged unit and its 
240Nm of torque? 

The difference is that marginal. 

However, Fiat has tweaked the 
roadster’s suspension very slightly 
for greater stability during braking 
and turning while its electric power 
steering system has been 
specifically tuned for a more direct 
‘feel’. 


The set-up means it does away with the 
skittishness of some firmly-sprung sports 
models and instead feels composed on 
bumpy B-roads. 

Push it hard and it feels easy to control 
with plenty of grip and, as it’s rear-wheel 
drive, you can use the accelerator to lean on 
those rear tyres and help bring the car 
around bends as well. Superb fun. 

The 140bhp, 1.4-litre engine officially 
returns 44.1mpg so it’s good to report I 
managed a healthy 37.1mpg. 

Where the Fiat also edges it is in looks. 
Whereas the latest MX-5 has a sharp, 
modern shark nose, the styling of the Fiat 
harks back to the lovely looking 124 Spider 
of the mid-60s. There’s a real dash of classic 
Italian flair to its retro-lite finish. With its 
long bonnet, and cockpit hunkered low near 
the rear axle, the profile view is pure classic 
roadster. 


Time and time again during the time I 
spent with the Spider, the word used was 
‘pretty’. It’s hard to disagree on that score. 
Just the view out over that long bonnet 
makes it feel special. 

Just as in the Mazda, the lightweight, 
multi-layer canvas hood can be operated 
manually, one-handed from the driver’s seat 
in seconds. When it’s up, the outside world 
is kept out very impressively. But, let’s face 
it, it’s with the roof down that two-seater 
roadsters are at their best. 

Fortunately, air flow over the top of the 
Spider is smooth so even if the weather is a 
little wintry you can fold the hood back. And 
turn up the heater. 

As you would expect the cockpit is snug 
but comfortable even for my large frame. In 
fact, even my 75-year-old mother was 
comfortable and found it easy to get in and 
out - easier than me with the roof up. 

The cabin feels well-built and is 
finished with a variety of good 
quality soft-touch and classy 
looking materials. Everything 
useful is within easy reach where 
it should be and there’s a 
wonderfully clear view of the 
three-dial instrument cluster. 

Naturally, there’s little storage 
space in the cockpit - just a small 
lockable compartment between 
the seats - and only enough 
luggage space for a weekend 
away.

Classica, Lusso and Lusso Plus - 



all well-equipped. Standard equipment on 
the entry-level Classica version includes four 
airbags, air con, a leather-trimmed steering 
wheel with audio controls, a leather- 
trimmed gear knob, cruise control with 
speed limiter, 16-inch alloy wheels, keyless 
engine start and an infotainment system 
with USB, AUX and Bluetooth connectivity. 

The mid-range Lusso version is equipped 
with a seven-inch touchscreen infotainment 
system with DAB, Wi-Fi, two USB ports and 
satnav, and rear parking camera as well. 

It is also equipped with 17-inch alloys, 
heated leather upholstery, automatic climate 
control, front fog lamps, keyless entry and 
chrome exhaust tips. 

The top Lusso Plus model adds adaptive 
LED headlamps, automatic lights and wipers 
and a nine-speaker BOSE sound system. 

So, the Fiat 124 Spider and the Mazda MX- 
5 share the same DNA but have evolved 
differently. The great thing for potential 
buyers is, they now have two excellent and 
affordable two-seater roadsters to choose 
from.

Technology 

The Plus 8 continues to 
pioneer new technology 
within the classic Morgan 
bloodline. Deriving its name 
from the eight-cylinder 
engines it has adopted 
throughout its life, this 
model consistently offers the 
greatest power to weight 
ratio of any Morgan. 

It is, without doubt, a rare 
combination of 
craftsmanship, luxury and 
technology. 

A lightweight aluminium 
chassis and 4.8-litre BMW 
engine sit beneath the 
traditional Morgan body.
